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REMARKS. 



This remarkable Library was gathered by a well-known, 
collector in Philadelphia, who requests, however, that his name 
be not made public. Of course, to the old Collector, the Cata 
logue itself will betray the owner, as he has long enjoyed the 
reputation of possessing the most extensive and important col- 
lections in the country, either private or public, of Bibles, Prayer 
Books and Hymnals, printed in America, and of early printed 
books in Pennsylvania. 

The Bibles embrace the Celebrated " Aitken Bible," which 
is the first printed in America in the English Language. The 
three Saur Bibles, printed at Germantown, Philadelphia, in 1743, 
1763 and 1776. The former being the first Bible printed in 
America in a European Language. The first American Douay 
Bible, the first American Stereotype Bible, the first Bibles printed 
in our several States, and the Bibles published by the Shakers, the 
Campbellites and the Spiritualists, as well as Bibles of an historic 
value, including one owned by George Whitefield, founder of the 
Calvinistic Methodists ; King Charles I, King James I, the Bar- 
rington family, and other personages of note. 

The New Testaments embrace nearly all the issues of the 
Early American press, including some that are unknown, as well 
as many of a later date which have become quite scarce. 

The Prayer Books include those of the Episcopal Church, 
embracing the " Franklin Prayer Book," with manuscript altera- 
tion, The Proposed Book of Common Prayer: Philadelphia, 1786, 
and London, 1789; The Hall and Sellers Book of Common 
Prayer, 1780, and many others of the same creed that are rare 
and scarce, as well as the Prayer Books of other denominations, 
including " The Sunday Services of the Methodists ; " both the 
First and Second Editions. 

The collection of Hymnals is exceedingly fine, and contains 
many of the utmost rarity. 

Under the heading of " First Editions," will be found the 
first American Edition of Shakspeare, the First American Edi- 
tion of Milton, Sterne, Thompson, Cowper, Gray, Goldsmith, 
Arabian Nights, Walton and Cotton's Angler, and many others 
of importance. 

Of the issues of the early Philadelphia Press, there are quite 
a number of the Publications of Robert Bell, Robert Aitken, 
Joseph Crukshank, Christopher Saur, and many issues of the 
early presses of Carlisle and Lancaster, Pa. ; Burhngton, N. J. ; 
Wilmington, Del. ; New York, and throughout the several States.

The Collection of General Americana, is really very fine and 
interesting and includes many works of great rarity, as well as 
several highly important extra illustrated Books. 

Quite a number of Rarities are Catalogued under the head 
of " From the Libraries of Eminent Personages,'' including George 
Washington, William Penn, King Charles I., and II., Louis XV., 
Thomas McKean, George Read, C^sar Rodney, Benjamin Rush, 
Charles Thomson, John Dickerson, and others. 

The Frankliniana, is of the utmost interest, and includes, be- 
sides various Editions of his Works and Biography, several of 
his publications, and many books relating to him, which are 
seldom offered for sale. 

Many pages could be occupied describing the rarities em- 
braced in this collection, but having performed our duty faithfully 
in preparing this catalogue, I hope from the remarks made above, 
that collectors will be sufficiently interested to go over the col- 
lection carefully, as it is really one of the most remarkable ever 
sold in this country.

Sparks, in his " Life and Works of Benjamin Franklin," Vol. I., page 
352, says : 

" During his absence from London, in the Summer of 1773, he passed 
"a few weeks at the Country residence of Lord Despencer, and employed 
" himself while there, in abridging some parts of the Book of Common Prayer, 
" A handsome edition of this abridgment was printed for Wilkie, in St. Paul's 
" Church-yard, but it seems never to have been adopted in any Church, nor 
" to have gained much notice." 

Franklin, in a letter to Granville Sharp, dated July 5, 1785 (see Sparks, 
Vol. X., page 207), says: 

" The Liturgy you mention was an abridgment of that made by a noble 
" Lord of my acquaintance, who requested me to assist him by taking the 
" rest of the book, viz. : The Catechism and the reading and singing Psalms, 
" These I abridged by retaining of the Catechism only the two questions. What 
" is your duty to your neighbor ? What is your duty to God ? * * * The 
•' book was printed for Wilkie, in St. Paul's Church Yard, but never mnch 
" noticed. Some were given away, very few sold, & I suppose the bulk be- 
" came waste paper. In the Prayers so much was retrenched, that approba- 
" tion could hardly be expected, but I think, with you, a moderate abridgment 
" might not only be useful, but generally acceptable." 

Lord Despencer, at whose instigation Franklin undertook the abridg- 
ment of the Prayer Book, was a notorious Rou4 and a deist. He repented of 
his wrongdoings, and having reformed himself, he undertook to reform the 
Book of Common Prayer. He was a personal friend of Franklin, and 
through this medium gained Franklin's assistance in the work. Franklin 
wrote the preface, and abridged the Catechism and Psalms; and in 1773 the 
work was printed in elegant style at the sole expense of Lord Despencer. 
The book was not adopted by the English Church, perhaps coming from the 
source it did. In America it was known as " Franklin's Prayer Book," and 
attracted a good deal of attention, after the separation, and the gentleman 
who prepared the " Proposed " Prayer Book (a copy of which will be found 
in this Catalogue under the heading of Prayer Books), studied this with care 
and adopted certain ideas from it.

They created, at the time, a great 
storm of indignation in America, which caused the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts to petition the King, through Franklin, to remove Hutchinson and 
Oliver ; on the presentation of which, Franklin was summoned before 
the Privy Council, the petition denied and he grossly insulted, and deprived 
of his position as Deputy Postmaster-General. (In another part of the 
Catalogue of the historical papers in this collection will be found Franklin's 
autograph accounts as Deputy Postmaster.) The Privy Council tried to 
make Franklin divulge from where he had received the letters, but he never 
would tell, and died without betraying the source from which he got them, 
although it is generally believed he received them through Sir John Temple.

The collation corresponds with that given by Mr. Hildeburn in his ad- 
mirable bibliography of the "Issues of the Press in Pennsylvania," and 
contains the "Resolution of Congress,^' which will not be found in all copies. 
The first title-page and some few lines have been repaired, and the lower 
portion of the printer's address on the title to the New Testament has been 
cut off. The book is somewhat stained throughout, as are nearly all 
copies known. 

It is a well-known historical fact, that, in consequence of the embargo 
laid upon American commerce during the Revolutionary War, the Bible be- 
came an exceeding scarce book. Mr. Robert Aitken, a patriotic printer and 
bookseller of this city, undertook at his private expense to supply the con- 
stant and urgent demand for the work, by publishing the edition that is now 
popularly known as "The Aitken Bible." The circumstances attending the 
publication of this edition, and the discouraging obstacles encountered by Mr. 
Aitken in accomplishing his laborious task, are vigorously described by an 
anonymous author of the following interesting article published in the 
" Freeman's Journal," for November 26, 1782: 

" I can hardly express the feelings I experienced when I found that a 
complete edition of the Holy Scriptures, in our vernacular tongue, has been 
printed amongst us. The circumstances attending this arduous task are so 
extraordinary that the faithful historian cannot fail to rank it, both in its design 
and execution, amongst the most remarkable civil events of the present Revo- 
lution, What may we not expect from the abilities of this country in respect to 
literary undertakings, when we consider that this design has been executed 
in the midst, as it were, of conflagration, murder, brutality, and a general de- 
struction of the works of nature and art ? 

" This Edition of the Holy Scriptures is the only one, that was ever 
undertaken in America at the expense of an individual, unless we except the 
German Bible, printed some years ago by Mr. Sower, at a time when this 
country enjoyed a profound peace. As to Mr. Eliot's ' Indian Bible,' printed 
many years ago in New-England, it is well known that the whole expense 
was borne by the corporation for promoting the Gospel in New-England. 
How great then are the public indebted to Mr. Aitken, who, at the most im- 
minent risque of his private fortune, with very little support and patronage, 
and actuated by a generous zeal for the advancement of the moral interests 
of mankind, engaged solely in this very expensive and laborious task, What 
discouraging prospects for the completion of his work must the editor have 
had from time to time in the course of this cruel and desolating war?— More 
than twenty towns and villages of note have been made fuel for the flames 
which British inhumanity has kindled ; the avarice of our enemies has plun- 
dered a much greater number; and no less than nine of the capital cities of

these states have been in possession of the enemy ; amongst them was Phild- 
delphia, and yet, under all these disadvantages, a complete, an accurate, and 
elegant edition of the Bible was published in this very city, in four years 
from the time of the evacuation by the British. 

'• The very paper that has received the impression of these sacred books, 
was manufactured in Pennsylvania, the whole work therefore, is Purely 
American, and has risen, like the fabled Phcenix, from the ashes of that pile 
in which our enemies supposed they had consumed the liberties of America."
